$27,000 was appropriated by 
the tom for the entire work, 
and Wright and Pierce did only 
a part of the work, in their 
mapping, other companies being 
employed on the project as 
well.

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THE POWER OF EMINENT DOMAIN 

Our state legislature in the past week has 
passed a bill giving the Tow of Wilmington the 
power, through the Housing Authority, of taking 
by eminent domain some 40,000 square feet of 
land belonging to the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
near Wilmington Square. Governor Furcolo is ex- 
pected to sign this bill sometime this week. 

The town will have to adopt this bill in 
Town Meeting, it being of the so-called "per- 
missive legislation" variety, before the bill 
actually becomes law, It will undoubtedly be a 
part and parcel of the entire Urban Renewal 
project and be a part of the same Town Meeting 
at which that subject will be discussed and 
voted for or against, by the people of Wilming- 
ton. 

The point of the legislation is simple. It 
is simply to determine, ahead of time, whether 
or not the railroad's power of eminent domain 
is more powerful than the town's. If voted for 
by the Town the town's power will be the 
greater. 

Both bodies do have that power, and it was 
for that reason that the Wilmington Housing 
Authority asked for ( and has received ) this 
legislation. 


AN ENGINEER ON THE BOARD

way, last Thursday,, during a hearing on pro- 
posed gravel operations.

APPEAL BOARD CANNOT RULE 
FOR STEVENS 

The Town Counsel, Philip 
Buzzell, has notified the 
Board of Appeals that they 
cannot rule in favor of Harold 
Stevens, of lower Chestnut St.

Practically all of the resi- 
dents of upper Ballardvale St. 
were present at a hearing be- 
fore the Board of Appeals, 
last Thursday evening, when 
earth moving operations being 
proposed by Don ‘obbins of Wo- 
burn Street were heard, 

Don Robbins was represented 
by Atty. Alan Altman, who had 
very carefully prepared his 
exhibits, 

The land in question com- 
prised some 16 acres of land, 
in a long and relatively nar- 
row lot, near the Andover line 
Altman told the Appeal Board 
that Mr. Robbins was proposing 
to grade the land, to fill in 
hollow places, and to remove 
the excess material, in an op- 
eration that might take until 
yec. 3ist of this year. He 
pointed out that the Andover 
property, nearby, was zoned 
for industry, and said that Mr 
Robbins was in hopes that some 
day his property would be so 


mned. lie wanted to improve 
it, Mr. Altman said, for this 
purpose. 


The neighbors were unhappy 
about the proposal. Birger 
Myrstad and Mrs. Myrstad both 
registered disapproval, and 
Mrs. William Bangs, another 
neighbor said she didn’t want 
‘gravel operations’. ‘Level 
the land, maybe, but not gra- 
vel operations’ . 

Mrs. John De Costa, who lives 
north of the proposed work, 
was in disagreement, as was 
her husband, 

He pointed out that Ballard- 
vale Street is in bad condi- 
tion because of past gravel 
operations. |loward Murphy tes-

The Board are Judges 

There was a considerable dis- 
cussion about the number of 
persons present. Some of the 
persons appearing felt that 
the Board of Appeals would 
automatically rule against the 
proposal if all the neighbors 
were against it. 

Chairman Louis Gage, of the 
Board of Appeals explained 
that the Board were the ones 
who decided. They did not nec- 
essarily rule against some- 
thing because the neighbors 
objected, nor did they rule 
for it because the neighbors 
did not object. It was a ‘pub- 
lic hearing’ he explained, so 
that the board could get the 
benefit of the opinions and 
views of others. 

Gravel Regulations 

During the course of the dis- 
cussion Altman explained to 
the neighbors that this op- 
eration would not be like some 
of those which had occured in 
Wilmington in the past few 
years, 

An Act of the Legislature, he 
told the group, now precludes 
any operations except under 
the control of the Selectmen, 
His client was going to put 
up a $10,000 bond, and would 
guarantee that the topsoil 
would be windrowed back into 
place, and that grass would be 
planted over the area ‘It will 
probably be more attractive 
than it is now.’ 

There was also discussion of 
rocks and ledges, with Philip 
Parks asking several times if 
the land had had borings. 
Altman said a few holes had 
been dug, to assure that the 
proposed operations could be 
carried out. 

The Appeal Board did not is- 
sue any immediate decision.
